Who will buy the federal loan? The banks 
are the largest purchasers of government bonds 
They have $900,000,000 of federal bonds in their 
possession now. They will 
probably purchase three- 
fourtns of the new issue 

But how does that affect 
the commercial public? Near- 
ly a billion dollars entrusted 
to the banks have not been 
loaned out again for com- 
mercial purposes. They have 
been taken out of circulation 
and salted away in govern- 
ment securities. The forth- 
coming loan will probably

take a further $300,000,000 out of circulation, 
to be sterilized or salted away in government 
securities. 


The bahks, instead of using the savings of 
the people to promote néw business ventures, 
and stimulate production, take colossal sums 
and remove them out of circulation. It saves 
the banks the trouble and risk of putting the 
money to work at productive work, and makes 
possible the sale of book-keeping entries, 
called “credit,” backed by the holdings of gov- 
ernment securities. But it doesn't help the 
commercial production of the nation.

A German-Canadian friend, more in sor- 
row than in anger, has been chiding me of late 
for what he thinks are unfair references in this 
column to the Nazi movement. The stories of 
cruelty by Nazi leaders and storm-troopers 
against Jews and Communists, he says, are 
malicious propaganda; that far from being 
cruel fire-eaters the Nazi leaders are kindly 
peace-seekers. He has forwarded me a pam- 
phlet in English to show the altruistic aims of 
the Nazis, written, if my memory not at 
fault, by one of the men who were “purged” 
in the recent “blood purging.” “Purged” means 
the same thing as a sensitive gangster when he 
refers to “rubbing out” a rival 

Quite possibly the foreign correspondents in 
the Reich are not telling the truth about mat- 
ters in Germany. Dr. Goebbels, the German 
Minister of Propaganda, says they are not. But 
who to know which tells the truth? The 
German press is operating under a strict cen- 
sorship. Nothing may appear in the German 
papers which may offend the government. Nor 
may the German people read foreign papers 
that do not meet with the approval! of the Ger- 
man government. The London Sunday Times 
is the most recent of 82 foreign papers to be 
placed on the list of foreign papers banned 
from Germany 

Foreign correspondents in 
on the German press for information 
Newspaper readers have no way of knowing 
whether the things they are being told are true 
or not. Any government that imposes a cen- 
sorship on news and opinions within its bor- 
ders only itself blame if the outside

The late King made 
constant use of it as his official 
residence and, of course, it is the 
recognized London home of the 
present King 

In 1847 a large wing was added 
so that the palace forms an ex- 
tensive quadrangle, the east front 
facing St. James Park, being 360 
feet long The King’s private 
apartments are on the north ide 
and no part of the palace is open 
to the public 

In 1913 the front 
structed in Portland one, from 
designs by Sir Aston Webb 
P.R.A. The portico and the wings 
were given greater prominence 
by bringing them forward, and 
tall pilasters inserted between the 
windows from end to end, lend a
